remember; then thou may*lt remember that at the ſame time the 
Lord raiſed up enemies toengage againſt thee,threatning to ſmite 
thee with his two edged (word, and yet for all this few in thee 
regarded the works of the Lord, neither would believe what 
was the canſe why the Lord ſent his plagues upon this land and 
people, then how wert thou troubled to get any to carry thoſe 
the peop:e of the Lord into Baniſhment, after thy Judges had 
cauſed then) to be (ente iced, and thou would not take notice that 
this thy ſin in cauling the Innocent to be carryed out of their na= 
tive land was great, that it came to be hated of mcſt Men, ſo 
that few Seamen, Merchants or Marriners were found that would 
either buy or tranſport thoſe thy Captives; but at laſt thou ta- 
king n1 natice yet cf this the work of the Lord againſt thee, then 
thou endeavoured that none bound for any of thoſe Plantations 
ſhould have liberty to paſs out of their Harbours untill they had 
engaged to the Rulers to carry ſome Qwakers into Exile, then 
ſich Men that feared Man more then the Lord,and looked at their 
own private gain morethea the good and welfare of their Neigh- 
bours, they conſented to carry them into Eaniſhment; but now 
let your eyes open but alittle and you may fee the works of the 
Lord and how his hands were ſti etched out agai:.ſt thoſe Seamen, 
Marriaers and Merchants that would undertake that wicked,work 
ſome of the Maſters of the Ships the Lord cut off by his _Judge- 
ments, others we:e. taken. when they came near home by their

trapped in tle works of: their own hands, and thus the Lord. 
£9ms tobe kaownby his executing of his righteous Judgments 8. 
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his mighty power is now made manifeſt in deliveriug of his people 
that truſt in him, and in the confounding of all thoſe that feek 
to oppole his mighty work that he hath begun in this Ifſand ; and 
now many are there in this Land: that. ſees and believes that the 
cauſe why God puniſheth this Nation, is, becauſe of the great and 
grievous perſecution that is inflicted to this day upon thoſe that 
fears the Lord, and becauſe the Rulers willnot let Gods people 
have free liberty to Worſhip the Lord in ſpirit and in truth, as his 
go0d ſpirit ſhall lead and guide them, but they would force all 
people to Wor ſhip God after the pretepts and commandements 
of Men,. which was a thing the Lord ever hated, andever ſeyere- 
ly puniſhed in any people in whom it was found.

what will become of thee if thou ſtill perſecute Gods people, and 
uſurps Gods throne | the Conſcience | deft thou nor ſerve them 
worſeat this day then Ahab did, thou caſts ſuch into:Priſon, and- 
there will allow them no bread,and others thou robs and ſpoiles, 
and others thou baniſheth for the exerciſe of their Conſciences 
toward the Lord; Oh how is thy ſhame come now upon thee by 
reaſon of thy (in, muſt not ſhame cover thee for ever,except thou 
repent thou art like to become a ſhame to all Nations , who pra-- 
feſſed thy (elf. to be a Reformed Nation, and ſaid that thou hadeft 
the Scriptures, and {aid that they are the word-of God,and ought 
to bea rule for all, bothti1gs and-People to walk by,and faift there 


is one God, and that he ought evo be Worſhipped in ſpirit and in - 


cruth, and yet thou art found perſecuting of ſuch as walk accor- 
- dingto<cripture, and art baniſhing, primeniring and ſpoiling of 
their Goods, becauſe they dare not at or{wear contrary to the: 
holy Scriptures. 

O Nation, thou haſt had in antient time Rulers in thee, that: 
have ſaid, the welfai e of the People is above Law, and that no 
Man.ought to be baniſhed from the Land of his Nativity, except: 
for Treaſon and Feilony; but in Englandat this day, he that de-- 
partath from evil makes himſelf a prey, to ſuch Men that art cf 


the devouring nature, and {o wicked are ſomeof thy Rulers; that: 
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» they will-perfecuteſuch Men, as pray for them, and theywill dec 
ſpicefully uſe them, chat' do gaod nnto them, and notwithſkand. 
ing Gods Judgments are now ſo uponthis Nation, that the Lord 
hath even ſtruck the hearts of Men with fear, and they are even at 
their wits ends; yet there is ſome of thy Rulers ſodeſperately 
wickedin this County of Northampton, that commit fineven with 
greedineſs, at this time, as though there were no other way to 
ftay Gods Judgments, but by provoking him more and more with 
their fins, as one Richard Raynsford, and one Henry Telverton, the 
one being calleda Judge, the other a Juſtice, who now at this day

; lately impriſoned fifty ezght Perſons called Quakers, both Men and 
Women, ſome of them being big with Child, others having their 
little Infants ſiicking at their Breaſts; and there ſhuting them all 
up together in the common Goal, in cloſe Roomes, the very heat 
fas of this laſt 4th. Month, and ſtill they continue, the number of

cruelty, it couldnot have but proved infectious unto them. ſend- 
bs  +ing them away by Cart and Wagon loads, to the Goal, and wiſh. 
'Y ing the Officers to-bring thoſe of under age, that they fonnd ar 
their Meeting, that (o he might (end them to the Houſe of Cor. 
re&ion there to be whiped, and this as wild Bores out of the 
Forreſt, they ſeekto root out and deſtroy Gods heritage, and the 
mercy of this Man is very cruelty, for he ſpares none, as if he 
did think to merit and get into favour only by exerciſing his cru- 
elty towards Gods ſervants, but for ſuch things doth and will | 
the Lord plead with this Nation, and the day haftneth that this $ 
Man ſhall bear his own burthen, for this Man hath1ain ftill all the
